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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.SC 121: 

I. Claims 1-18, 31 and 32, drawn to a wind powered device, classified in 
class 244, subclass 142. 

II. Claims 19-30, 33, drawn to a method of constructing an aerodynamic 
means, classified in class 244, subclass 145. 

III. Claim 34, drawn to an emergency method of control of a craft, classified in 
class 244, subclass 138R. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the apparatus may be made by a process 
which does not include reinforcing the aerodynamic means or wing. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
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process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product can 
be used in a process which does not include an emergency control process. The 
product can be used without cutting any lines and without care for safety. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group III is not required for Group I or Group II, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. NOTE: When Group I of the above inventions has been chosen, the applicant 
must further choose from the options below.

e. Species E: a method including cutting gores into shapes which will stretch 
into shapes consistent with the desired shape. 

f. Species F: a method including applying cast-in-place material to form 
structure and providing reinforcing patches and allowing the material to set 

g. Species G: a method including providing a form structure and laying 
strands of unidirectional high-modulus fiber across the film layer. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.

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readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
